but numbers of Tibetan, Sino-Tibetan, and Chinese Communists in the areas 
controlled by the Lhasa Goverment (i.e. Tibet prover and Western Sikang) arn 
active on behalf of the GCP, Nothing is known ef the way in which thesa 
Sormuniats are orranized or of their vosition unjer Mbeten lew. A Mbetan 
Revo" utionusry Party was ~roseribed in 1946 by the Tibetan Government, but it 
is believed there is no ecnelusive evidence linking this movement with Con 
munt em,
